of any year in Michigan history, 


Ti according to Corporal Hiram 


; Grimason, of the Houghton Lake 
post of the Michigan State Police. 

“The total number of accidents 
and the combined total of deaths 
and injuries are reaching new 
peaks,” Corporal Grimason said. 
‘The toll will be materially in- 
‘creased’ during the holidays untess 
) drivers and pedestrains alike‘ 
make greater efforts to practice 
safety. 

‘December is supposed to be the 
happiest month of the year, but 
instead it is the deadliest. Last 
December 153 persons died in 
Michigan traffic accidents, 44 of 
them during the Christmas week 
end.
